Huge Exhibitor Saving Seen 
In New Over-Size Film Lens 


HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 25. — Showmen 
who have viewed with alarm the ap- 
proach of the over-size film and its 
added projection expenses are feeling a 
glow of encouragement with word of a 
new invention by Leon F. Douglass, 
millionaire inventor, who has perfected 
a device to make the wider screen feasi- 
ble without terrific expense. 

This recent discovery consists of a 
series of lenses, which will accommodate 
a 50-foot image instead of the usual 
25-foot image, and will project this 
lerger scene at a cost of approximately 
$25 Exhibitors anticipated spending 
$500 or more for machines to project 
the large film. 

With this device theaters may show 
the present screen size or the larger one 
interchangeably, it is reported. It is 
said that this means saving of approx!- 
mately $200,000,000 to the motion pic- 
ture industry. 

According to reports, Fox and Para- 
mount have agreed to buy the Douglass 


device. The new invention is built into 
a copper frame which screws on the 
front of the camera and is composed of 
two lenses. One lens is convex and the 
other concave. These lemses condense 
the image by two-thirds, called lateral 
condensation. 

The camera then photographs three 
times the amount of image, laterally, as 
ordinarily would be caught on the film, 
retaining the old-time perpendicular size. 
This condensed image then is brought 
back to normal size by a corrective lens 
in the projection machine. The result 
on the screen is a range three times the 
normal width. Thus image is 
“packed” into the area of the conven- 
tional film size and then expanded by 
the projection machine. 

A number of prominent film execu- 
tives of Fox Films, M-G-M studios, at- 
torneys for Paramount, and Earl I. 
Sponable, perfector of the Grandeau 
film have inspected the new image, it 
is asserted.

Bostoek’s Color Process 
May Revolutionize Films 


NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—Gordon Bostock 
returned from Europe last week with a 
new color process for films which, ac- 
cording to advance reports, may revolu- 
tionize the entire color process of the 
film industry. Thomas Albert Mills is 
the discoverer of the process, and 
Bostock has secured world's rights on 
the discovery. 

Heretofore it has been impossible to 


use more than two primary colors in 
the shooting of colored films. Bostock's 
new idea will allow the three primary 
colors to be used, making it possible to 
photograph blue, mauve, purple and 
other colors, which in the past have 
been unknown to colored pictures.

By the terms of the settlement J. J. 
Shubert agreed to give Miss Rees a run- 
of-the-play ict for The Greenwich 
Village Follies, to pay her $1,000 and to 
permit her to play night club engage- 
ments without payment to him. The 
Shubert contracts with their musical 
players generally provide that the per- 
former shall turn over to them 50 per 
cent of all nicht club earnings for the 
relaxation of the exclusive service clause. 

The dispute arose when Miss Rees, 
who was injured while dancing in A 
Night in Ve laid up for eight 
weeks, reported to the Shuberts that she 
was ready to return to work. The Shu- 
berts informed her that her part had 
been given to another actress and that 
she was no longer needed. 

Equity upheld Miss Rees in her con- 
tention that her run-of-the-play con- 
tract entitled her to return to the show. 
Miss Rees demanded an arbitration, ask- 
ing for salary from the day she reported 
ready for work and for reinstatement in 
the cast.

Patrick Farrell Explains Dif- 
ficulties Are Surmounted 
—New Play F Planned 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Patrick Farrell, 
executive director of the Irish Theater 
announced tCday that contrary to 
the forecast here last week the theater 
will not close tonight. The Silver Tassie, 
now recast, will continue until the next 
production is started. 

Farrell explained to The Billboard this 
week that much of the opposition to 
the movement fcr the establishment of 
an Irish cultural center here has been 
overcome, and that the temporary set- 
back caused by his cast leaving the pro- 
duction last week almost without notice 
has been successfully surmounted. 

The cast that originally played in the 


here 


production left last Saturday night 
Farrell claims they had no cause for 
complaint, and left because the move- 


ment did nct catch hold soon enough 
He admitted that the percentages paid 
the actors that left were small amounts 
of money, but nevertheless represented 
the percentages the actors agreed to work 
for. When they left he explained they 
did so with only one day's notice. They 
weré all in on waivers and were allowed 
to leave by Equity. 

“We have not stopped exploitation at 
any time,” Farrell said, “neither was our 
credit stopped, for we never tried to 
establish it and have paid cash for all 
our advertisements. They were stopped 
for a time, but during this last week 
cur ads have appeared regularly. Our 
exploitation is continuing and we are 
getting stronger rather than weaker.” 

Farrell said that when the cast left 
last week a new one was rehearsed over 
Sunday and gave a perfcrmance of the 
play on Monday night. He hopes that 
the actors will round out into their parts 
within the next few days. 

The theater is in better condition 
financially now than at any time since 
the movement was started two years 
ago, he said. He offered to show bank 
deposits made during the last week to 
substantiate his claim. 

Farrell outlined his plan and said that 
simply because a group of actors had 
tried to stop the thing they were now 
determined to go ahead at any cost and 
present the program they started out 
with. The next producticn will be done, 
he said, during the next month.

The worst reception on the road is given 


for the most part continues deplorable. 


musical shows this season. Just where the blame for the conditions can be foisted 
managers are unwilling to say, altho a!l kinds of tricks have been employed to 


bring the ticket buyers into the houses. 

Shine after eight disastrous weeks on 
the road, summed up the situation very 
tersely when he said: 

“They laugh if you can get them in, 
but the trouble is they won't come in.” 

Jones & Green, sponsors of the 
Cook show, folded it in St. Louis re- 
cently when it failed to break even in 
any one of its eight weeks. The same 
office admits that Remote Control is 
not doing the business it should in 
Philadelphia and that they may aban- 
don the tour. 

This office is only one of many that 
has felt the pressure of the conditions 
on the road. The Shubert office has 
suffered miserably with their mugical 
productions on the road. Several of the 
operettas that have been doing road 
business for years have closed for lack 
of box-office appeal. 

Less than half the legitimate pre- 
ductions that were touring in Septem- 
ber are still out on the road, a study 
of The Billboard’s routes reveals. This 
condition is undoubtedly the result of 
disappointing road conditions. 

Canada is worse cff than the States, 
reports have it. Shows that have toured 
there steadily for years have folded soon 
this season. 

Earl Carroll has called off the tour of 
Fioretta, Schwab & Mandel have called 
back Good News, Aarons & Freedley are 
not booking Hold Everything too far 
ahead, for the demand to see it on the 
road is far from encouraging. 

Talking pictures seem to be the most 
generally heard reason for the condi- 
ticms. But men on the road have other 
things to say. It is said that the good 
productions that are still being sent out 
by standard managers are suffering from 
the practices of the past. 

In the dramatic shows on the road the 
general complaint from showmen is that 
actors give slipshod performances out 
of New York and the audiences leave 
the theaters unconsciously aware that 
they have paid to see a second-rate show, 
with the result that they are not soon 
enticed into a legitimate theater again. 

The attitude cf performers toward au- 
diences on the road its one of the main 
causes for complaint, a showman now 
out with a production says in a letter 
to Tne Billboard. He writes that for the 
most the agents and company managers 
with the shows are also, to be blamed 
for the condition, because they are not 
doing their part in selling the produc- 
tions to the public. 


Agents Meet Labor

Ray Comstock 
Sues Shubert 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Papers in a suit 
brought by F. Ray Comstock, theatrical 
producer, against J. J. Shubert for $36,- 
200, and an answer in which Shubert 
asks dismissal of the action and a judg- 
ment of $31,961 against Comstock and 
Morris Gest, were filed this week in the 
Supreme Court. 

Comstock’s. complaint states that on 
March 15, 1913, he and J. J. Shubert 
entered into a joint venture agreement 
to operate the Princess Theater at 104 
West 39th street, whereby they .were to 
share equally in all profits or losses. The 
acreement was terminated in June, 1928, 
when Comstock, who held the lease, was 
dispossessed for nonpayment of rent. 


At that time, according to the com- 
plaint, the venture had sustained a loss 
of $74,478, of which sum Shubert was 
to have paid half, but refused to do so. 
Comstock asserts that he paid off all the 
obligations himself, and asks judgment 
for half the amount. 

A further claim of $3,452 is made 
on Shubert by Comstock fr a proj- 
ect dating back to 1906, Shubert al- 
legedly to share half the profits and 
losses with Comstock in the one-third 
interest the latter held in the Managers’ 
Producing Company. William A. Brady 
and Arch Selwyn held the remaining 
two-thirds interest. When the company 
disbanded with a loss of $20,713 Shubert 
fsiled to meet his share, the complaint 
continues. 

Shubert's answer denies that he ever 
was interested with } the

Comstock in 
joint operation of the Princess Theater. 
As a counter defense 31 separate joint 
venture agreements relative to the oper- 
ation of theaters thruout the country 
and various productions in which the 
Shubert Theatrical Company was inter- 
ested with CofAstock alone in some cases, 
and in others with Comstock and Morris 
Gest, are listed. It is charged that in 
many of the ventures, which date from 
1906 to 1923, Comstock failed to meet 
his share of the losses, and in other in- 
stances he and Morris Gest allegedly 
withheld profits from the Shuberts. 

The case of the production Oh, Boy, 
in 1923, where the Shuberts had an in- 
terest together with Comstock and Gest, 
is mentioned as one from which a profit 
resulted to all but the Shuberts. In 
practically all the other cited instances 
the joint venture met with losses which 
the Shuberts allegedly had to pay alone 

Comstock’s answer to all this is that 
he paid all debts connected with the 
ventures, and further that the Shubert 
counterclaim was outlawed by the stat- 
ute of limitations,

Some Managers Incensed at 
Equity—Brady Asks De- 
bate—Gillmore’s Plans 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—In voting down 
the movement for the opening of legiti- 
mate theaters on Sunday Actors’ Equity 
Association has incurred the ire of many 
leading managers and caused more talk 
than anything that has happened on 
Broadway during the last five oe. 

Already William A. Brady, champio 
of the movement, has issued a chaile i 
to Frank Gillmore for a debate upon the 
subject. 


A group of managers are still fighting 
to open the theaters on Sunday and 
nothing will stop the fight. Equity’s 
position has been stated clearly. It 
has asked the managers to eliminate 
very definite evils before they ccme to 
the actors to cure the disease in the 
legitimate theater. 


There are, however, several managers 
who do not think that Sunday shows, 
and another day off a week for an actor, 
would be of much assistance. This group 
believes that the public would be only 
more confused than it is now. A 
statement is going the rounds of Broad- 
way that Equity did not discuss the six- 
day week with Sunday shows allowed 
It was pointed out at the association 
headquarters that John Emerson clearly 
asked for an cpinion on this matter at 
the conference between the council and 
Officers and a group of managers two 
weeks ago. 

Emerson asked the managers if the 
theaters were opened on Sunday would 
the managers consent to another day 
off during the week. The result of the 
question was a divided opinion of the 
managers, and the majority leaned to- 
ward a seven-day week. 

A great many theater employees have 
become incensed over the public action 
of Equity in marking discourtesy by box- 


office and house employees as one of 
the greatest evils in the theater. Equity 
claims to possess damaging evidence 


against the managers on this sccre and 
from persons of consequence. None that 
can be offered as evidence are anony- 
mous letters. 

Going into “basements” to buy thea- 
ter tickets, overcharging and being badly 
treated in the theaters are not thin com. 
plaints, they say, but charges that can 
be substantiated. 

Gillmore plans to meet the managers 
cCllectively if possible, or individually if 
necessary, and discuss with the council 
and the executive committee just what 
is wrong with the theater and what part 
the actors can play in the re-establish- 
ment of the legitimate theater both on 
Broadway and the road.

Cut-Rates Get Most of Hits— 
Specs Selling at Half 
Price 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—The reaction 
from the stock market crash has actually 
set in. For two weeks now legitimate 
theater managers have been complaining 
that bad business was due to the market, 
but not until this week did the business 
become sq bad that its falling could be 
definitely laid to the exchange activity 

Hardly one of the attractions on 
Broadway was free this week from the 
cut-rate counters. Speculators with buys 
on hit shows were stuck right and left 
with unsalable pasteboards, and at the 
last minute to recoup their loss threw 
the tickets to the cut-rate counters. 

Even these agencies could not dispose 
of tickets to some of the best shows in 
town and on Tuesday sidewalk venders 
near the alleged smash musicals were 
peddling their tickets at less than half 
price to recoup a small percentage of 
their loss. 

These figures, of course, do not affect 
the managers to any great extent, except 
that tickets for the coming week are 
not in the demand they have been. 

Managers who believe they have their 
fingers on the situation see this last 
week as only the beginning. With 
Christmas coming and business generally 
very bad not much relief is anticipated 

Altho business was at its ebb for the 
season during the week only four shcws 
folded, and one was a big hit. This 
one was Whoopee, which ran for nearly 
a year. Others were flops. Thirteen 
shows are scheduled to come into town 
next week in spite of the depression. 
With the entrance of more musical en- 
tertainment it is felt that many of the 
lesser shows will be forced off the boards 
before another weck has passed. 

The cutrates complain against the lack 
of musical as the cause for the bad sea- 
son. From the same sources comes the 
information that second-balccny tickets 
are getting no call whatever. This 1s 
said to be due to the long programs and 
luxurious seats available in the picture 
palaces at the same prices they are asked 
to pay for second balcony seats in legit. 
theaters.

She does not seem to 
possess the mezzo voice required for the 
part In fact, of the principals only 
Charles E. Galagher and Greek Evans are 
well chosen. Their work is splendid and 
it places a definite stamp of mediocrity 
on the rest of the production. Aborn 
has done an interesting job with the 
material given him and his work deserves 
ome admiration. 

Especially has he done well with two 
numbers in the second act, and he re- 
‘ei'ved commendable co-operation from 
Evans and Charles Galagher. 
Their efforts stop the show. Roy Crop- 
per does passingly well in his Serenade 
number The feminine voices are the 
ones against which the chief complaints 
are registered. 

The settings are fair, considering the 
we of prices for the production, and 
costumes, too, are only fair. 

The theater-going public must be 

teful, apparently, for Robin Hood at 
all, and judging it from this standpoint 
the production is not bad.

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—Under the new 
administration of the big time, the old 
system of salary setting becomes a lost 
art. Hereafter this angle of booking will 
reside entirely with George A. Godfrey 
and Charles J. Freeman, and these 
division heads will make decisions as 
applying only to their own bcoks. 

Assistant bookers in the Eastern and 
Western divisions will be guided solely 
by the salary decisions of their chiefs, 
and acts working on the Godfrey books 
for a certain figure will not be restricted 
either way when switching to Freeman's 
beoks or Vice versa.

The new salary-setting system allows 
for more latitude in the office’s bargain- 
ing with attractions. Formerly, it was

matter, acts will be paid in accordance 
with the trend of the market and the 
budgets of individual houses.

Contracts Held Up Until 


Publicity 


Info. Checked 


NEW YORK, Nov. 25. — John Pollock 
and his Photograph and Press Bureau 
move today from the Palace Annex 
Building to the eighth floor of the Bond 
Building, adjacent to Mark A. Luescher's 
National Publicity Department. Coinci- 
dent with this step there goes into effect 
an entirely new system of handling ex- 
ploitation, publicity and photograph de- 
tails of new acts. This is considered the 
final step in the series of moves that 
have been taken in recent months to co- 
ordinate the publicity and exploitation 
adjuncts of the RKO organization. 


The inauguration of the new system 
the very first day of Pollock's physical 
union with the Luescher office has been 
made possible by the valuable assistance 
given the idea by Ben Piazza, who occu- 
pies the newly created berth of general 
business manager of the vaudeville book- 
ing office. Piazza has put into effect, at 
the suggestion of the Luescher office, a 
ruling which holds up contracts on acts 
until such time as the performers in- 
voivec therein call at the Luescher and 
Pollock offices and give interviewers 
there all necessary publicity and explo!- 
tation information. The ruling also pro- 
vides that acts must be equipped with 
sufficient photographs before being ac- 
cepted for RKO dates. The latter condi- 
tion was in force in the now defunct 
Pantages office and was considered in 
the trade at the time as one of the most 
efficient features ever put into effect in a 
vaudeville booking office. 

Special forms have been printed for 
the use of the interviewers of the two 
offices. These have spaces for the cover- 
ing of every angle of publicity and ex- 
ploitation. No act will get the official 
o. k. necessary for the issuing of con- 
tracts until every item on them is inves- 


tigated. Formerly the publicity experts 
of the circuit had to depend on the con- 
sistent personal co-operation of bookers 
to get booking information immediately 
after consummation. Under the plan 
going into effect officially today, if 
bookers fail to notify Luescher’s office 
immediately it will mean that there will 
be an accompanying delay in issuing 
contracts. This is assured by orders be- 
ing issued to the contract department 
that it cannot send “artistes’ agree- 
ments” to agents unless the booking slip 
bears the stamp of approval of the pub- 
licity experts. 

The new information forms of the pub- 


publicity, exploitation and photo bureaus, 
thus giving each of the three an accurate 
record eventually of all necessary details 
of acts that have plaved or are playing 
on the circuit. In order to make the 


new check-up system wholly efficient, 
Luescher has started sending similar 
questionnaires to divisional managers, 


who will dispatch them in turn to all 
acts playing in their territories. By re- 
cruiting the aid of divisional executves 
for this work, at the suggestion of 
Joseph Plunkett. there is assured the full 
co-operation of house managers. Work- 
ing in this manner, it is estimated that 
the entire circuit will be completely cov- 
ered in less than a month. 

Another new feature of the inter- 
relation of the National Publicity De- 
partment and the Photograph and Press 
Bureau is the inception of weekly meet- 
ings between bureau executives to decide 
on billings for new acts. Luescher and 
his cohorts have come to the realization 
that billing lines and accompanying 
matter exert a great importance in sell- 
ing stage attractions. 


from the map. From now on and until 
such time when someone comes along 
with less regard for the actor and mcre 
internal influence, acts will not be asked 
to play benefits by RKO under any cir- 
cumstances. Disasters, wars and similar 
holocausts are impliedly the exception, 
and it is felt that in such times it will 
be the actors themselves who will gladly 
volunteer to help out with their talents. 

According to an inside source, Piazza 
has always been oppcsed to acts being 
asked to play benefits by the office. He 
has not been in a position until now to 
make his opinion on the subject a basis 
of general circuit policy. Not only in 
RKO, but in other of the large circuits 
the benefit abuse has for years been a 
thorn in the side of acts with large 
followings, and even with so-so per- 
formers possessing strong specialties. 

In previous regimes of the big time, 
the benefit gag was worked to death. 
Higherups held benefits as a blackjack 
over acts seeking dates frcm the office. 
Every pet Organization of the button- 
pushers would some time or another call 
upon the circuit to “send over some 
acts”. It got to the point at cne time 
where some “names” were being called 
on as often as three and four times a 
week to do their acts gratis. Frequently, 
transportation expenses were not even 
advanced. Such conditions have been 
in force for many seascns on every large 
circuit. On the Loew Circuit there is a 
special man in the booking Office as- 
signed to give acts the ting-a-ling on 
the okay of the booking executives. 

In Loew, as well as RKO, acts have 
rarely refused to play benefits “re- 
quested” by the office. In isolated cases, 
acts have ccmplained that they were 
told they would have their time can- 
celed if they refused to show up at a 
designated benefit, but these have never 
been proved. It is assumed, however, 
that if an act refuses to do “the office” 
a benefit favor it will not remain in 
the good graces of those whose signa- 
tures ccunt for something on contracts 
and route repeats. 

Piazza has admitted that the nao- 
benefit ruling has gone into effect, and 
added that the principal reason for the 
move is the feeling on the part of book- 
ing executives that “acts should not be 
imposed upon”. If the N. V. A. decides 
to ccntinue its annual benefit custom 
the bar might be lifted for this occas- 
Sion, since it is realized that by playing 
these shows gratis acts are helping their 
ewn unfortunates thru the N. V. A.’s 
sick and death relief work. 

RKO's ban against benefits will be a 
slap in the face to hundreds of or- 
ganizations which have been given free 
shows in the past. In the future if 
these organizations formerly favcred de- 
sire RKO attractions they will have to 
negotiate with the Club and Private 
Entertainment Bureau, thus giving both 
the circuit and the artistes a cut-in 
on the money expended for a show 

Piazza's move is impcrtant not only 
to acts playing for RKO, but it may 
have a widespread effect on the rest of 
the field. Other circuits may follow the 
lead of the big time unless certain of- 
ficials of these hesitate to bar benefits 
on account of their fear of antagoniz- 
ing intimates to whom they have been 
kind many times a year at the expense 
of the unpaid artistes. 

It is high time, the trade feels, that 
a definite price was p'aced on an actor's 


services. One never hears of a tailoi 
making up suits gratis, nor does one 
hear of builders, except in isolated 


cases, constructing edifices out ‘of their 
own pocketbocks to help organizations 
with which they are in sympathy.

Few acts just like this on the major 
circuits, altho thru Sharples’ rather 
steidy playing the idea has become more 
or less familiar. This is a new version 
of the forceful fellow’s cluster of black- 
outs joined together, tho not by way 
of sequence, thru the apron specialties 
of a classy sister team of sing-dance 
artistes. The only act resembling this 
that has played around here within the 
past season is that offered by Dave 
Gardiner, who himself essays the role of 
prologist. 

This is a longer tho by no means bet- 
ter act than the one Sharples first 
unveiled in the East in 1927. Carries new 
specialty girls and a new corps of black- 
out principals. The present quartet of 
blackouts is not unworthy of Sharples’ 
distinctive acting talents, but it fre- 
quently seems that he would have been 
far better off with the discarded skits. 
The Smith Sisters, who refer to them- 
selves as Betty and Jeanne in the open- 
ing song-talk explain the idea 
of deriving the black-out iceas from 
newspaper headlines, opening the way for 
Sharples’ personal representation of It. 
The first comedy bit has to do with 
the ironic fate of a thug who gives way 
to the plea of a girl’s alligator tears. 
This forms a secondary climax, since the 
soft-hearted brigand later betters a cop 
of such stupidity as only a vaude 
Shakespeare can concoct. The following 
sketch borrows liberally from one of the 
items in the old Sharples act. It has 
Sharples as a police chief and his pair 
of male plavers as suspected crooks. 
Blackout punch derived from the strip- 
ping of the chief's pantaloons by the 
suspects. The final blackout is a rehash 
of the old burlycue bit of husband re-

bookings. Such youth, good looks, tal- 
ent, exuberant spirit and personality are 
rarely assembled into one offering. Mer- 
cer and James Templeton, showmen 
extraordinary, do dance numbers that 
reveal grace and stepping ability as well 
as acrobatic skill. Mary Kathryn and 
Virginia Jayne Donovan, charming and 
talented, go well in singing, legwork and 
brief comedy. 

The curl-adorned Donovan girl does 
plan* accompaniment mostly, but clicks 
with her sister in neat harmony singing 
and precision taps imbued with charm 
and rhythm. Her more versatile sister 
has personality galore, as is displayed in 
her warbling of What Did You Want To 
Make Me Love You For. She warbled it 
to the pit leader, several of his men 
and one of the Templeton boys in a 
most amusing way.

They bill this swarthy demon of the 
silver thread as “Mexico’s Greatest Wire- 
walker”. So far as we are concerned 
(that is, unless Con Colleano is within 
hailing distance) could as well included 
the 48 States and two territories. Out- 
Side of Colleano’s spot-hugged work in 
the Ringling Show we havegnot yet seen 
a wirewalker to equal this Mijares in 
skill, grace and daring. Might as well 
add showmanship to that, too. If con- 
itions were better in vaudeville there 
would be no conceivable excuse to per- 
mit this superb wire artiste to leave it 
if even for a brief engagement under 
the big top. 

Mijares’ drunk character is introduced 
in a screen shot that runs about a min- 
ute. This is the poorest part of the 
act if one be critical enough to include 
it as an integral item of the routine. It 
reveals Mijares in various attitudes of 
alcoholic unsteadiness, fading out to al- 
lew the uncannily steady inebriate to 
make his entrance in identica] raiment. 
He reels about under the high wire until 
his unbilled girl assistant lifts him to 
the steel strand. He makes a graceful 
lift to the wire and remains thereon for 
the remainder of the act. Remaining for 
a time in the drunk character he per- 
forms breath-taking maneuvers and 
cleverly keeps up interest by judiciously 
spotting diving feints and near-falls 

After taking the first bows from the 
wire Mijares drops the drunk business 
and proceeds into straight stunting in- 
volving difficult dance steps. Bows are 
taken again before the final stunt, the 
same performed by one of the two Mi- 
jares Brothers (evidently this one) in 
the act they presented here last season. 
It consists of slowly lowering the wire 
length until it comes within an inch of 
the floor and raising it again to its ac- 
customed  slackness All the while 
Mijares maintains a perfect and graceful 
balance. He came down for a deafening 
hand via a snappy backflip. A darb of 
a stunt by itself. Easily one of the best 
opening acts on the RKO books.

Mey2r Golden offers here the strongest 
conceivable argument against the ordi- 
narily sound declaration that vaudeville 
is proportionately better off as it has less 
flash acts. Living Jewelry is a distinct 
departure from the beaten track, and as 
such it should enjoy as long a life in 
this field as several other of Golden's 
better products. That is, unless two fac- 
tors interfere: money and picture-house 
offers 

This act has beauty, originality, tal- 

ent and is further blessed with the 
benign influence of a staging genius. 
This bird Golden always had luck any- 
way. Purported to be the creation of 
Dr. Alessancro Angelo, of the clime 
where Mussoljini is the giver and taker, 
the act consists of alternating specialties 
by & dance team and a personable sing- 
ing couple. Harrison and Fi 
adagoists, are of superior timber and 
Monroe and Dewey have not lesser ap- 
peal in their own costumed specia.-tics 
Tne alternating singing and dancing 
numbers are performed before tableaus of 
three and four flesh-tight girls who 
are bound to heroic-sized replicas of 
historically important jewelry. Scene 
changes are effected by the swinging of 
the revolving structure on which the 
girls are posed. The impression is one 
that recalls the staging and _ scenic 
teuches of a Roxy or Ziegfeld rather 
than that of an independent catering to 
the booking whims of a slip-shod vaude- 
ville mart. The aforesaid Dr. Angelo is 
credited with the Living Jewerly mount- 
ings, but “additional scenes” (whatever 
that means) are attributed to the 
artisanship of the Teichner Studios of 
Rome. This might be news to those 
who know the Teichner outfit off Broad- 
way. 
The full-stage scene changes are pre- 
ceded by a drop curtain “in one” with a 
message from Dr. Angelo written in 
script on a field of parchment. A gaudy 
draw curtain is used between scenes, 
this also “in one”. 

Harrison and Fisher do their opening 
number, a novelty waltz, with Pompa- 
cdour'’s Hand Mirror as background. Three 
girls are posed around the oval frame. 
Monroe and Dewey are heard in their 
first warble exchange before a girl-em- 
broidered Spanish comb, programed as 
copied from a ating by Zoloago. 
Don’t blame the spelling on us. An 
adagio by the Harrison-Fisher team is 
offered with rare technic and grace with 
a copy of a silver chalice of Cellini oc- 
cupying the platform. Two 
of the posing girls support the con- 
tainer portion in Hercules attitudes. The 
f‘nal jewelry display is that of a giant 
brooch, programed as a Boucher fewel 
masterpiece of the 18th century. This 
also employs two of the posing artistes. 
In the finale the four sing-dance spe-

And His Lucky Strike Dance Orchestra

When the rotund and personable Rolfe 
broke away from Lopez in 1926 he played 
in vaudeville with a 10-piece band. A 
season later he took another flier in

fit. Both were good acts, according to 
current standards. With the added fame 
that adheres to him as the Official 


maestro for the melodic broadcasting of 
the charms of toasted fags, Rolfe now 
sojourns a week at the Palace with what 
is advertised as an orchestra of 37 solo- 
ists. For those who like their dance or- 
chestras packed with virile brass and 
festooned with reaky arrangements 
Rolfe has a wopper of an outfit. As if 
the volume were not enough in the raw, 
the Palace management has graciously 
installed amplifiers along the upper stage 
boxes. At times the din is really terrify- 
ing. Yet if one likes that sort of thing 
it is likely that the louder the better 
holds good. 

Rolfe’s brass-heavy jazz musicians are 
ill-arranged and their presentation is not 
mounted in accordance with what we 
would construe as artistic taste Then 
again, what is one to do with 38 actively 
employed musicians on a rather shallow 
stage? Rolfe sells himself nicely, both 
as a trumpet soloist dealing exclusively 
in the higher registers and as a restrained 
Jeader. The boys are recruited, tho not 
all of them, for short and snappy obbli- 
gatoes. Some are good, others better off 

when not lengthily discussed. One of the 
three tympanists is a small-voiced tenor 
of pleasant aspect. He alone stands out 
above his colleagues, altho one lad tried 
very hard on a guitar aided by the spe- 
cial amplification arrangement. But his 
poor choice of numbers prevented him 
from clicking as he should. 

Outstanding in the array of ensemble 
numb2rs were Wedding of the Painted 
Doils, Singing in the Rain, Am I Blue 
and extracts from the more tuneful 
melodies of The Chocolate Soldier. They 
heartily applauded Rolfe’s several ex- 
hibitions of altitudinous trumpet octaves 
and the finish applause indicated that 
the act could have remained on far 
longer than it did

The brilliant aerial and floor acro- 
batics of this four-boy troupe is made 
doubly effective thru its presentation 
in a baggage-room tting.

Mr. Laemmle, in commenting on the 
situation, says: “Universal will continue 
to issue a silent news reel just as long 
as there are exhibitors who need it to 
complete their program, and whose thea- 
ters are not equipped for sound.” 

Laemmle is a firm believer in the 
sound news reel, but not at the expense 
of exhibitors not yet prepared for it. 


The Universal president, gcing into the 
situation more in detail, continues 
“Producers seem to forget that there 


are approximately 20,000 theaters in the 
country, and not more than 4,500 are 
wired for sound. This leaves more than 


15,000 exhibitors who would be without 
a news reel entirely if every company 


ceased to issue silent film. 

“Every exhibitor needs a news reel to 
camplete his program, and, regardless of 
what other producers do, I shall con- 
tinue to give them the news of the day 
in silent form, as well as with sound.

“The Show of Shows” 


(WARNER-VITAPHONE) 
At the Winter Garden 

This muchly heralded production, with 
practically every star on the Warner and 
First National lots and some who were 
especially secured to appear in this pro- 
duction, much resembles the numerous 
stage spectacles that were presented at 
the New York Hippodrome under the 
direction of R. H. Burnside when the 
Sixth Avenue playhouse was one of the 
show sights of the metropolis. 

Seventy-seven stars are advertised as 
appearing in the production. They are 
all there, disporting thru various skits. 
comedy song numbers and dancing en- 
sembles. But 77 stellarites do not neces- 
sarily make a star production. There is 
no denying the fact that the Warner 
Bros. have loosened their purse strings 
on the production. It is spectacular, 
brilliant, chameleonic and ka'eidosccpic 
They have gone on a spending spree 
both in salaries and production costs 
that will hold the honors for many 
mcnths to come. 

But in spite of this lavishness the 
| production is totally lacking in comedy 
and novelty. Even such stars as Beatrice 
Lillie and Irene Bordoni seem to be 
smothered in a maelstrom of color and 
production and mediccre material. 

Prank Fay, looking much like a vene 
triloquist’s dummy or a tailor’s wax 
figure that had suddenly discovered 
facial action"and voice, acts as a master 
of ceremonies and knits the various 
acenes together with the usudl line of 
comedy that he has used in vaudeville 
and revues. Numercus scenes in which 
he appears start with an. idea, but the 
finishing punch is always lacking. Win- 
nie Lightner has a couple of numbers, 
one of which, Singing in the Bathtub 
is a travesty of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer's 
Singing in the Rain in The Hollywood 
Revue. For some unknown reason Bull 
Montana is brought into the scene sing- 
ing You Were Meant for Me, also from 
the M-G-M revue. 

The production has one spot, however, 
that stands alone above the brilliant en- 
semble scenes. That is John Barrymore's 
presentation of the Duke of Glcucester’s 
soliloquy from Shakespeare’s Henry VI. 
It is the first time the Barrymore voice 
has reached the screen. It is the first 
characterization of this type that the fa- 
mous star has appeared in since his Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hide. Not alone does 
Barrymore lend distinction to the pro- 
duction, but the manner in which the 
scene has been cameraized and lighted 
makes it the climax of the entire pro- 
duction. Against a modernistic and im- 
pressionistic background, skillfully treat- 
ed with lights from behind, Barrymore 
stands upon a cliff with the lighting so 
placed on his features that the scene 
takes on the proportions of the third 
dimensicn A quick fadeout at the 
finish of the spoken word, with the 
cutting of the climbing down from the 
rock after the soliloquy is finished, 
would lend itself towards a terrific hand. 
The movement after the speech is 
finished brings an anticlimax. 

The revue starts with a skit played by 
Hobart Bosworth, H. B. Warner and Wil- 
liam Courtney, in which Prolog is 
ruillotined The opening number is a 
Military Parade, featuring Monte Blue, 
with a cast of several hundred chorus 
people, presenting an intricate and ex-

“The Love Parade” 
(PARAMOUNT) 
At the Criterion 


It is a new Maurice Chevalier that this 
latest film preduction reveals as its star. 
It is a Maurice Chevalier of a sly wink, a 
knowing look and an unsuspected ver- 
satility in a new direction. Tho his per- 
sonality was able to surmount the banal- 
ity of the character in his first film pro- 
duction, Innocents of Paris, in this pro- 
duction he discloses a supericr sense of 
the development of sophisticated comedy 
that is thoroly diverting and delightfully 
amusing in its character portrayal. 

The Love Parade is a musicalized ver- 
sion of The Prince Consort, a play by 
Leon Xanreff and Jules Chancel. Its 
screen version was prepared by Ernest 
Vadja and Guy Bolton. Its mild sug- 
gestiveness is to’'d by an inoffensive in- 
nuendo that is thoroly mirthprovoking. 
It has brougnt musical numbers to the 
screen story without the back-stage 
situations that have as a rule been 
needed to insert a sCng im a musical 
film since the screen found voice. One 
other production, The Desert Song, man-: 
aged to follow a similar routine. 

This production not only reveals a 
new Chevalier, but a new Ernest Lubitsch. 
Lubitsch of The Patriot and numercus 
other heavier film offerings steps out of 
charecter in his direction of this produc- 


tion. Once again does the German 
demonstrate his uncanny directorial 
ability. The intimate musical comedy 


has but added another feather to his 
cap, marking his string of successes. 
Lubitsch has touched the production 
an intriguing imagination, particu- 
larly in the scenes outside of the nuptial 
boudoir, where statesmen and a retinue 
of servants with a sly humor describe 
what is taking place within the royal 
bedroom. However, the Lubitsch of the 
spectacle is not entirely lost to this pro- 
duction, for he has given a couple of the 
ensemble scenes not alone a brilliant 
staging in massive sets, but has handled 
his scores of extras as singing ensembles 
in such a manner that they fit with 
wedge-like precision in the story.

Their characters are the 
typical maid and valet of the musical 
comedy stage, but nicely brought into 
the story. Eugene Pa!lette also scores as 
an unctious court official.

“The Dancer of Bercelona”’

. “Waterloo” 


(ANGLO-AMERICAN DISTR.) 
At the 55th St. Playhouse 


Ever since the days of Deception, Peter 
the Great and Passion, the German film 
studios have been sending us worth- 
while historical productions. The terse- 
ness of the stories, coupled with the com- 
mendable technical skill of their pho- 
tography and accuracy in the period set- 


tings and ccstumes have all tended to 
make the German films of a past age 
worth-while contributions to the art of 
the screen. 

Waterloo possesses the virtues of vivid 
and original camera work and a devout 
authenticity in its settings and dress. 
But the story, which starts out to narrate 
that turbulent and colorful epoch in the 
world's history, that of Napoleon's return 
from his banishment to the Island of 
Elba, and his eventual downfall at 
Waterloo, soon wanders into more com- 
plicated and irrelevant sentimental fields 
that take us far from Napoleon's short- 
lived triumphant reign. This digression 
in the story theme concerns itself with 
the desire of General Blucher, that splen- 
did Prussian soldier, to slip again into a 
life of peaceful domesticity, but from 
which he is suddenly taken by the abrupt 
and unferedained return of Napoleon to 
Furcpean soil. 

At the famous Treaty of Vienna, 1815, 
the aid-de-camp to Blucher, a dashing 
youngster, Reutlingen, falls for the 
charming Countess Tarnowska, a spy for 
the French. When the assorted national 
leaders scatter to quickly assemble for 
defeating Napoleon, the Countess follows 
the Prussian army into Belgium so as to 
both be near her lover and gather in- 
formation. 

In tte meantime we are given occa- 
sionally striking shots of France capitu- 
lating to its once-exiled leaders with an 
enthusiasm ‘bordering on deep rever- 
ence and wild joy. The scene where 
Prince Talleyrand sends Marshal Ney to 
imprison the man of destiny demontrates 
the tremendous ho'd he had cn his men 
and others. The little stocky emperor 
stands alone, arms outstretched, as if 
taunting his would-be captors to shoot 
They immediately draw back, and then 
wildly scramble up the hill and take 
their places among his ranks. 

The final scenes at Waterloo are dis- 
appointing. The scurrying troops and 
skirmishes resemble the tin battle of an 
opera bouffe. Here is the picture's chief 
weakness. But up to this point it is an 
interesting historical drama, if its story 
is rambling and a bit distorted. 

Napoleon, interpreted by Charles 
Kayser, is a good pictorial resemblance, 
but is histrionically wooden. Otto 
Gebuehr has the fat part of Field 
Marshal Blucher, and is adequate. Wera 
Malnowskaja is a most infectious and 
charming spy. The others are well chosen 
as important characters of that day.

“The Sacred Flame” 
(WARNER BROS.VITA,) 
At the Mark Strand 

Warner Bros. have produced many pro- 
gram pictures, some good, some bad. It 
is in the former class that The Sacred 
Flame belongs. It is filled with drama 
seldom equaled on the stage and never 
before on the screen. The cast is ideally 
chosen and each performer turns in such 
good account of him or herself that it is 
difficult to choose just who deserves the 
credit. It is a certainty, however, that 
Conrad Nagel, Lila Lee or Pauline 
Frederick never did a better piece of 
acting than the roles they portray in 
this drama that, while sad in its theme, 
makes the customers glad to have seen 
it because of the vital issue of life it 
portrays. 

Col. Maurice Taylor (Conrad Nagel) 
marries Stella (Lila Lee) and on the 
afternoon of their marriage, while pre- 
paring his plane to depart on, their 
honeymoon, is injured, being paralyzed 
from the waist down. Three years later 
finds the couple at the home of his 
mother, Pauline Frederick, where he is 
confined to a wheelchair for the rest of 
his life. A nurse, Dale Fuller, watches 
over the injured man and allows no one 
to give him attention other than herself. 


A visit is expected from the younger 
brother, Walter Byron, who has been in 
South America on a plantation. Maurice 
can hardly wait for his arrival, and when 
he finally comes insists that his wife 
accompany him and be_ entertained 
around London. It is obvious to the 
mother that the younger brother and the 
girl are falling in love She is very 
tender to the younger woman and Is only 
grateful to her for her loyalty to the 
older son. The younger lad prepares to 
depart and the mother notes that he 
has two tickets for South America and 
realizes that the girl will elope with the 
boy. Intuition has told the crippled 
husband of his wife’s love for the 
brother. That evening the two have a 
long talk with each other. He tells his 


wife what she has meant to him, and the 
girl realizes she can never leave her hus- 
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band until he is dead. The next morn-

The family doctor, Alec B. Francis, 

id prescribed a sleeping potion for the 

y and he has had an overdose that re- 

ilted in his death. It would have been 
npossible for the boy to have secured 
it himself, and the nurse blames the 
wife, whom she knows was plan- 
ning to elope with the brother. The 
mother tells of visiting the crippled son 

ter the others had gone to bed and 
putting the tablets near him. The nurse 
in the end overcomes her hate for the 
young wife and admits she left them 
near his bedside, and the two, mother 
and nurse, walk away, with the young 
couple in an embrace. 

Conrad Nagel and Lila Lee’s acting 
during their last night together, when 
the boy plans suicide to allow his wife 
her happiness, is one of the finest bits 
of acting that the screen has ever seen. 
It would be hard to picture anyone in 
this part but Nagel, and the work of Lila 
Lee leaves nothing to be desired. Dale 
Fuller, as the elderly nurse in love with 
the invalid, is highly creditable. 

Pauline Frederick does not have the 
opportunity to do any spectacular work, 
but her fine performance is evident 
thruout the production and she claims 
her full share of honors. William 
Courtney, Alec Francis and Walter Byron 
would steal any ordinary production. 
Their work here is extremely good and 
aids the picture no little. 

The Sacred Flame has no story widely 
publicized enough to attract a great deal 
of attention, but it is certain that what- 
ever theater plays it will be affording its 
patrons 100 per cent entertainment.

Mediocre talent is holding 
back the development of air drama. The 
national broadcasting chains now have 
their research departments at work and 
no doubt this will result in a steady im- 
provement of the drama programs they 
broadcast. It will convince them, too, 
that real actors and not ‘hams’ must 
be employed.”

Communications to 25 Opera 
Place, Cincinnati. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—San Antonio’s 
City Auditorium won a medal for its ar- 
chitects, Atlee B. and Robert M. Ayres 
and Willis and Jackson, their associates, 
at the Southern Architectural and In- 
dustrial Arts Exposition at Memphis. 
The auditorium was recognized as the 
finest structure of its kind. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.—The completion of 
the installation of a new elevated floor, 
designed and built in Memphis, has just 
been made at the Auditorium in this 
city. It makes a bow! of the big hall 
in the auditorium, increasing the seating 
capacity 7,000, making the total seating 
capacity approximately 9,000 without a 
Single pest to obstruct the view. The 
floor of the bowl is constructed of steel 
supports, which are collapsible and can 
be installed tn less than two hours, then 
dismantled and removed from the floor 
in less than one and one-half hours 
It is an entirely new idea and should 
attract the attention of many auditorium 
managers 

Manager Charles A. McElravy advises 
that bookings this year for the Auditori- 
um have been the best since the open- 
ing five years ago. The Southern Ar- 
chitectural and Industrial Arts Exposi- 
tion. which closed last week, was the 
most elaborate and successful exposi- 
tion ever held in the Auditorium, it being 
the first time this exposition was held 
out of New York City. 

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark.—The national 
Chi Omega sorority’s offer to construct 
on, the campus of the University of Ar- 
kansas an open-air theater in commemo- 
ration of the founding of their order 
was accepted last week. 

The amphitheater will be used for 
student theatricals and probably stu- 
dent-talent traveling productions. 

SYRACUSE. N. Y—lIt was agreed by 
the city council last week to include 
$10,000 in the fall bond issue to pro- 
vide for acquisition of a site and prepa- 
ration of plans for a municipal audi- 
torium 

A request was made at the meeting 
for a $50,000 bond for the auditorium. 
but it fell thru. However, the business 
was transferred to next week, when 
more argument will be put forth by the 
council on the auditorium project. It 
is believed by citizens of Syracuse that 
an affirmative decision will be made on 
the $50,000 suggestion at the next meet- 


ing of council. 


NEW ORLEANS.—The new Municipal 
Auditorium of this city will be com- 
pleted as scheduled January 1, accord- 
ing to George Caldwell, general superin- 
tendent in charge. 

The huge building makes an imposing 
figure, taking up the space of two entire 
city blocks. There are three entrances 
to the structure, each having five double 
doors, which lead into a lower corridor. 
This corridor circles the entire building, 
thereby facilitating the handling of 
throngs during conventions. There are 
also 17 clothing-checking stations along 
this corridor which will handle 11,000 
persons. 

The main auditorium is beautifully 
decorated with celotex, stenciled in dark 
brown, red and other colors, while the 
concrete tiers are built and decorated 
so they resemble marble. Unlike other 
anditorium construction, these tiers rise 
up the entire five stories of the huilding, 
with a corridor provided on each floor 
to serve as exits. The stage, one of the 
largest in the country, is 146 feet wide 
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and 50 feet deep, and is equipped by two 
10-ton steel curtains, which raise verti- 
cally thru the roof of the building. The 


concert hall, having a seating capacity 
of 4,000, can witness the same perform- 
ance as the patrons in the main audit

torium, by raising these curtains 
totals the audience to 11,000 
well as the two orchestra pits are 
built so that they may be raised or 
lowered to the extent of six feet if neces- 
sary. 

Finishing touches such as acoustics, 
decorations and scenic equipment. for 
the stage are now being made on the 
Main auditorium, and every detail will 
have been completed by January 1, it 
is hoped 

Stanley Field, secretary-treasurer of 
the Chicago Civic Opera Company, made 
an insvection of the building November 
11 with a view of booking the opera 
here for a week or two. He expressed 
himself as much impressed with the 
auditorium and declared it adequate to 
handle the company.

CHICAGO.—The Chicago Association of 
Commerce is reported to be looking for 
@ suitable site that might be used for 
the erection of a big convention hall. 
The city is losing millions of dollars an- 
nually and throwing away many oppor- 
tunities to advertise itself to the world 
because of the lack of a fitting civic 
convention hall, according to Charles 
Ward Seabury, president of the associa- 
tion. 

“Recent studies,” says Mr. Seabury, 
“show that Chicago's popularity as a 
meeting place of the nation has grown 
steadily in the face of its lack of facili- 
ties. In 1928, 824 trade and fraternal 
conventions, with a collective list of more 
than 1,135,000 delegates. met here and 
this year it is probable that the number 
of such visitors will go beyond the 1.,- 
800,000 mark. Yet, gratifying as this 
may seem, the truth of the matter its 
that Chicago could be entertaining twice 
as many out-of-own guests if it had a 
convention hall of a type to compare 
with those of Cleveland and Atlantic 
City. The big trade shows and the like 
rarely come to Chicago and if they do 
the poor facilities we have often drive 
them away. Within the last month alone 
the managements of four big annual 
gatherings, each of which attracts more 
than 15,000 visitors a year. refused over- 
tures to meet here because we lack 
facilities.” 

The association has started an inten- 
sive drive to crystallize sentiment in fa- 
vor of erecting a suitable hall in Chicago. 


LONG BEACH, Calif-—-Plans have been 
completed by the city council for the 
erection of the proposed $1,400,000 mur 
nicipal auditorium, and bids are expected 
to be opened early in December. 

J. Harold MacDowell, of New York, 
will be the architect on the project.” The 
structure will be 400 feet wide and 500 
feet long and will have a seating capac- 
ity of 5,000 tn the main hall as well as 
2,000 in the concert room The audi- 
torium will be equipped with locker 
rooms, an exposition hall and kitchen. 


WORCESTER. Mass.—Charles lL. Allen 
and his assoctates, noted welfare workers. 
came forward with a fine offer to the city 
in providing a site for the city’s much- 
needed auditorium All that Worceste:

A faster pace and less effort on the 
part of several members of the cast to go 
thru their parts and Jt Never Kuins 
would have been a nice little show. As 
it stands it will provide entertainment

The tale is unimportant and makes 
tragic moments of things that really are

St. John Ervine’s The Ship is a second- 
rate short story turned into a third- 
rate play. Its defect lies in the idea 
motivating all the action rather than 
the construction, which is fairly good 

Ervine represents the conflict between 
the English head of a large ship-build- 
ing works, a domineering. single-minded 
man, wholly engrossed in his business, 
and his son, who has developed a violent 
antipathy to all sorts of machine labor, 
which he sees as degrading and conrs- 
ening mankind. The father is determined 
that, his offspring shall succeed him and 
carry on the tradition of fine shipbuild- 
ing he has built up 

The son refuses to accede. Then 
comes scene after scene burdened down 
with the same dialog, variedly expressed 
but equally boresome, in which the fa- 
ther explains his ideals, hopes desires, 
expectations, beliefs, all centering 
around “the ship” and the wish that his 
son should carry on after him. It grows 
terribly tedious and the complications 
Ervine has introduced into the plot are 
the devices of old melodrama.

“Resolved, that on and after the ninth 
day of October, 1928, any member secur- 
ing an engagement in the legitimate 
and musical comedy fields thru any em- 
ployment agent in New York City or 
environs and who pays any commission 
to any employment agent who does not 
hold a permit from Equity to do his 
business as such with our members, or 
who pays directly or indirectly (i. e., 
either in money or in kind) more than 
the commission set by the association, 
is guilty of an act prejudicial to the 
welfare of the association and will in 
the discretion of the council be either 
censured, suspended expelled from mem- 
bership or otherwise punished. 

“This resolution is not to be construed 
as affecting agreements made prior to 
the date named in the above resolution 
with agents or personal representatives 
who do not take out our permits.” 

You were later advised that on ac- 
count of litigation arising on account of 
this resolution the operation of this 
rule was temporarily suspended.

Should Be Counteracted 

OT long ago the Associated Press carried a 
N lengthy news storv from York, Pa., stating 


that fair officials there were barring carnivals

because of the grift rampant there this season. The 


item went into detail, carrying unusually biting anti- 
carnival statements from some of those quoted, 
In this particular instance the action may or may 


not have been justified. Mrankly, we do not know. 
It is a fact, however, that for one justinable anti- 
carnival story there have been a bundred that 
were not, 

The principal thing is that here was a great na- 
tional press organization carryimg matter that must 
have done untold damage to the carmval world at 
large. There is no basis for argument on this score. 
The Associated Press was simply carryimg on its 
business of furnishing news. 

We are not able to understand, however, why 
the leaders in the carnival world do not establish 
some bureau by which untiavorable stories, such as 
this, could be investigated and counteracted. In 
recent years the carnival has been getting it from 
all sides, and a good part of the oppressive matter 
has been the result of open propaganda on the part 
of the opposition, 

The only way to counteract propaganda is by 
propaganda. Every news item unfavorable to any 
individual unit in the carnival field is damaging to 
the carnival business at large, and is, therefore, cer- 
tain to have a direct effect on all connected with it. 

The motion certainly 
demonstrated what good can come from having a 
central bureau of publicity to handle all matters 
it takes or- 
ganization to successfully buck organization.

That thé actors’ association killed the idea is not 
in itself surprising, since it has long been opposed 
to such a policy. Indeed, it is somewhat of a start 
to see that it was not more vehement in squelching 
the Sunday shows possibility. As a matters of fact, 
Equity more or less insinuated that it is not unalter- 
ably opposed to Sabbath performances as such, and 
even indicated that it might consider them favorably 
‘at some future date. 
But what Equity did do, and it will ring long to 
the blame for the present 


anaemic condition of the legitimate theater right up 


its credit, is that it put 


to the producers themselves. It said in effect: 
“When you have shown some inclination to correct

present box-office methods, cut-rate exploitation and 
the speculator evil; when you have shown that you 
yourselves are sincere in your effort to help the thea- 
ter, then come to Equity and ask for Sunday shows, 
and we will do everything possible to help you.” 

To those who may not have had a close associa- 
tion with Equity, this may look like a stall, another 
case of passing the buck. To those, however, who 
have been fortunate cnough to have an appreciation 
of what the organization has been trying to do, it 
clearly is not. 

For years now Equity has been trying to get the 
managers to organize, realizing as everyone else 
does that in the realization of that one thing the 
American theater would make the greatest single 
step toward regaining its former high place. Did 
the managers have any time for such a move? They 
did not.

It does not take any great amount of intelligence, 


and far less sincerity, to ballyhoo in the daily press 
about the efforts they (the managers) “are gomp to 
make” to rejuvenate the theater. The main difficulty 
seems to be that they never DO anything, For years 
now they have given everyone clse the run-around 
in order to satisfy their own petty pride and selfish 
interests. 

Equity has put it squarely on the shoulders of 
the managers. Let them do something constructive 
and then they can rely on the actors’ organization 
for every ounce of support it possesses. 

lrankly, we think that Sunday shows would aid 
materially in giving new life to the legitimate thea- 
ter, especially in New York and other large centers, 
but we are in full accord with Equity’s stand in the 
present case. 

We would gather from Equity’s official statement 
that it too is not ill-disposed toward Sabbath per- 
formances. But last week it was concerned with 
something greater. The self-esteem of the or- 
ganization was at stake. 

In Equity the American theater has a stanch 
friend, and, at the present time, the most construc- 
tive influence in it. 


Why All the Shouting 
About “Degrading” Films? 
HE amateur censor is now concerned in aiming 
his “pop” gun at the “talkies”. Newspapers 
from all over the country carry accounts of 
this or that person tirading against the “degrading” 
films that are supposed to be sapping the moral fiber 
of the younger generation. 

Where are these films? The average motion pic- 
ture is about as innocent as a Horatio Alger story 
or one of the “Rover Boys” series. It is true that 
once in a while some smut will find its way into a 
picture, but it must be admitted that these times 
are few and far between. 

If the motion picture, from a moral standpoint, 
gets no worse than it is, then there is little cause 
for alarm. The would-be censor who likes to meddle 
so in the affairs of others is, in most cases, a sen- 
sationalist at heart himself, and his petty blurbs are 
usually actuated by a desire to see himself “in 
print’. That the newspapers are inclined to fall 
for this guff is in itself surprising, since the majority 
of statements 
makers are indicative of nothing. 


emanating from these  trouble- 
Indeed, most 
often the conclusions they draw are outstanding 
examples of what sound logic is not. 

It would bring far better resuits if those who 
now aim their guns at the moral aspects of the 
movies would lend that energy to uplifting the ar- 
tistic qualities. The bone to pick with the present- 
day films is not on the ground of the one per cent 
of smut that creeps in, but rather because of the 99 
per cent of banal, trite and utterly empty material 
that is foisted on the public. 

Certainly few can deny that the average story 
now being filmed is as devoid of thought, originality 
and inspiration as anything that ever graced a stage.

Hands Resignation to Direc- 
tors After Stormy Session 
—Remains as Director 


CHICAGO, Nov 23. — Patrick = 
(Paddy) Harmon resigned as president of 
the Chicago Stadium Corporation, fo) 
lowing a stormy three-hour session of 
the board of directors Tuesday The 
resignation was requested by the board 
On the first ballot the vote stood six 
to one for Harmon's retirement. the one 
vote against it being cast by Harmon 
himself. Later he made the action 
unanimous and signed a statement to 
the effect that his resignation was due 
to the necessity for giving more time to 
his other interests. 

Sidney N. Strotz, secretary-treasurer of 
the corporation, stated that he could not 
at this time give out any information as 
to who would succeed Harmon 


as presi- 


dent. Rumors that John Ringling had 
purchased a block of stock and would 
install Jack Dempsey as the new director 
were denied both by Sidney Strotz and 
Leonard Sacks, the latter Dempsey’s rep- 
resentative. Others mentioned as in line 
for the job are John F. Cullerton, former 
city fire commissioner; Dick Dunn, now 
manager of the Detroit Olympia Arena 


and former associate of Tex Rickard: Tex 
Austin, managing director of the rodeo, 
and James Norris, prominent broker. It 
seems probable that Norris will become 
the new president 

It was thru the efforts of Harmon 
that the $7,000,000 stadium, the largest 
indoor arena in the world, was built after 
years of planning. The building was 
opened last winter after many delays. It 
has not been a paying proposition ‘up to 
the present time, and Harmon blames 
this fact on “bad breaks”. Dissatisfac- 
tion with his management has prevailed 
for months, and it was stated in these 
columns more than two months ago that 
a change in management of the stadium 
was soon to take place. 

Sidney Strotz stated that there was no 
complaint against Harmon, insofar as his 
promotion of boxing is concerned. His 
failure to keep the building occupied 
with other attractions is what neces- 
sitated action, Strotz said Delay in 
opening last winter necessitated a switch 
in the six-day bicycle races that is said 
to have cost $150,000, and this added to 
the $300,000 “nut” made it impossible 

break even this year.

In my many years of 
travel abroad, in my line of business 
Since 1900 seeking foreign acts for this 
and other countries, I was a frequent 
visitor at all of the European circus 
buildings Have also talked with many 
showmen, also other, business men, with 


regard to introducing such a place of 
amusement in various large cities, and 
fecl safe in saying that such a project 
would meet with success 

“IT can go back to 1894 and 1895 when 
I booked the programs in Chicago of 


Frank Hall’s Royal Winter Circus, with 
the first part of the program composed 
of circus acts, then a half-hour inter- 
mission, to be followed with a water 
pantomime for the second part. 

“Of course, it must be understood that 
to be successful the circus buildings 
would have to be built much as those 
of Europe and fully equipped for the 
purpose. We have financiers here who 
are daily putting up millions for film 
palaces, and overdoing that particular 
branch of the amusement business. Why 
not bring in something this country has 
not had—real circus buildings such as 
has had for a hundred years.”

An interesting letter to The Corral 
from Edith Tantlinger: “The Tantlin- 
ers—Shooting—Boomerangs—and Rop- 
g Vern, Edith and Johnnie recently 
closed Tombstone’s Helldorado Celebra- 
tion at Tombstone, Ariz. In all the ex- 
hibitlons we have given in our 30 years’ 
experiences this was the most unique. 
We worked on a platform 15 x 30, 5 
feet high, built in the center of the 
famous Allen Street. with Crvstal Palace 
Saloon and Gambling House of fifty 
years ago—in Tombstone’s Yoom days—- 
on the most prominent corner, running 
at ‘full blast again’, working day and 
night. The old Modoc stage was ‘held 
up’ every day on the main streets by 
men who remembered how it had been 


done. The Pioneers’ parade. each morn- 
ing, in vehicles of the early days and 
costumes in keeping. The Earp and 


Clanton fight at the old O. K. Corral's 
gates, right near the old Schieffelin 
Hall, built by Ed Schieffelin, the man 
who discovered silver there and named 
the town Tombstone. This hall is where 
the elite of the city went for their en- 
tertainment, seeing Gilbert and Sulli- 
van operas there, also famed actors like 
Theodore Roberts and other noted per- 
formers in high-class acts. On the far 
end of llen Street was the old Bird 
Cage Theater. open again after being 
closed for 50 years. with an old-time 
burlesque performance going on every 
hour, furnished by Fanchon and Marco 
of Los Angeles. The interior of the Bird 
Cage Theater is just as it was when 
Lotta Crabtree and Eddde Foy worked 
there, both becoming famous and pop- 
ular in after years. The famous Boot 
Hill Cemetery (about four blocks from 
the center of the town), where cood 
amd bad were buried alike. Graves all 
marked with rounded-up cobblestones 
all over the mounds. The resting place 
of Ed Schieffelin is about two and a half 
miles from Tombstone on the highway 
with a cobblestone monument as a 
marker. We had quarters at the old 
Lawry House, near the fire department, 
on Tuffnut Street not far from the 
Lucky Mine. The hose cart used in the 
boom days was still in the fire depart- 
ment on exhibition and sometimes used. 
Right near was the Million-Dollar Stope. 
where a million dollars’ worth of ore was 
taken out during boom days. This Mil- 
lion-Dollar Stope was electric lighted 
all the way underground for visitors to 
go thru. Tombstone had 10.000 people 
in those days, now 1,590. It was known 
as the most orderly mining camp ever 
opened on account of the officers who 
were in charge in those days—men who 
enforced the laws Almost forgot to 
mention the old Can-Can Restaurant on 
Allen Street. where all noted people ate 
while in Tombstone Perhaps why 
Tombstone was so interesting to me: I 
had an uncle who was a _ prospector, 
neted sport and gambler, and always 
followed up places of this nature. We 
heard about his travels thru him when 
he would return to the Middle East now 
and then This Tombstone was one of 
the spots. While there IT met several of 
the old prospectors who knew him— 
some personally. Tt seemed quite a co- 
incidence to think in 50 years from 
that time—at their half-a-century cele- 
bration—-I should represent the ‘family 
by giving my shooting exhibition on this 
platform, afternoon and evening On 
the big day of the Helldorado T looked 
down the street and up the street on 
both sides, and for two blocks nothing 
but people who had come back to see 
the old town and the old friends of 
early Tombstone days. Even the young- 
er generation took such an interest in 
everything! All the people for the four 
days were in costumes of years ago. The 
men had been growing beards, mus- 
taches, sideburns, Van Dykes. etc.— 
styles of 50 years for this occasion 
which gave the proper atmosphere, The 
originators of this celebration deserve a 
deal of praise for the way it was 
planned and carried out.”

A leading adjunct to the fair was 
a rodeo, featuring cowboys, who fur- 
nished a daily program of stunts of 
skill and daring. 


Taken collectively, Palo Verde Val- 


ley’s fair has exceeded the most san- 
guine hopes for success of the first 


venture of this kind and assures a con- 
tinuation year after year by the busi- 
ness men of the town.

Regina’s Excess 
Revenue $26,775 


REGINA, Sask., Can., Nov. 23.—An ex- 
cess of revenue over expenditure to the 
extent of $26,775.08 reveals itself in a 
financial report of the 1929 summer fair 
submitted to directors of the Regina Ex- 
hibition Association. 

The total revenue received thru va- 
rious sources, such as gate receipts, 
privileges and space, races, exhibitors’ 
fees and grants was $162,350.12 

According to committee schedules, the 
total expenditure for 1929 was $135,575 04, 
leaving the balance of $26,775.08. Adver- 
tising, attractions, executive and finance 
and live stock swallowed up the greater 
part of the total sum expended, while 
such items as agriculture, dairy and 
honey, parking and auto camp, midway, 
school and women’s sections came in for 
proportionate amounts. 

For the winter fair of 1928 and 1929 
the report showed an excess expenditure 
over revenue carried to the surplus ac- 
count of 23.017.19. The total revenue 
of the winter fair, including grants and 
special prizes, entry fees, admissions, con- 
cessions and commission on sale of cat- 
tle amounted to $16,313.79. Total ex- 
penditure came to $19,330.98, causing the 
excess expenditure of $3,017.19 

Distribution of expenditures for the 
winter fair of 1928-'29 is spread over four 
distinct sections. On the exhibition of 
sheep and swine heldgin November, 1928. 
the sum of $4,193.75 was expended; on 
the dressed poultry show held December 
5, 1928, the sum of %77669 was paid 
out; on the live poultry show held in 
January, 1929, the sum of $1,455.52 was 
required. and for the spring show in 
March, 1929, the total amount expended 
reached $12.905.02, making a grand total 
of $19.230.98. 

Maintenance of the Stadium as a 
hockey and skating rink netted the ex- 
hibition association the sum of $3,378.19 
excess revenue over exp@nditure which 
was carried to the surplus account. Ad- 
missions to sundry hockey games and 
regular skating nights bulked the larger 
part of the revenue which amounted to 
$12,269.34. Expenditures for ice, elec- 
tricity and water were the largest items 
shown in an account of money expended 
which reached the sum of $8,891.15. 

Complete deatils concerning the ex- 
penditures for the summer and winter 
fairs were submitted thruout the fi- 
nancial report.

MIAMI, Fla., Nov. 23.—The creation of 
a block square amusement center in M!- 
ami, called Whoopee Park, is under way 
by the Greater Miami Amusement Cor-

It consists of a 
series of dips and turns, the ride being 
made in the customer’s own automobile 
The trip requires about One minute and 
the cost is 10 cents. 

n addition to the Whoopee Dip, it is 
planned to have other rides, also shows, 
and a number of concessions, some of 
which have already been let. 

Noel Hanson, president of the corpora- 
tion, said: “The Whoepee Dip furnishes 
the thrills of a roller coaster, and with 
our favorable location on N. W. Seventh 
avenue at 24th street, we expect to do 
a record business. 

“Our project has been financed and 
there has been no stock sale and will 
be none. Frank Scales is vice-president 
of our corporation and Joe Pizzo, of De- 
troit, Mich., secretary-treasurer. 

“The Whoopee Dip construction has 
been worked out with mathematica! 
precision and an automobile traveling 
at 20 miles per hour will develop plenty 
of thrills; a faster rate of speed spoils 
the enjoyable effect.

And Management of Parks 


By BONNIE BARNHARDT 


Are Amusement Parks declining in 
popularity? Is the general public as 
keen to spend a day or evening at the 
iocal amusement resort as they were a 
few years ago? If not, what is the 

use of the decline in favor? Aren't 

rk managers and Owners giving them 
what they want? Are they keeping the 
esorts up to modern standard, or are 
they standing still and marking time 
by the original measure of “the good 
old days’? 

A new era is undoubtedly at hand in 
the creation and management of amuse- 
ment parks the country over. No longer 

the park a “hit-or-miss” proposition 
or a mass of attractions, each good 
enough in its own right, but thrown to- 
gether haphazardly without regard to 
relative value and position. The paying 
park of today is the park builded on 
intensive and concentrated study and 
expert effort. 

The park patron has no conception 
f the lavish expenditure of time, trained 
hought, inventive genius, physical ef- 
fort and money that is back of the most 
minute and seemingly unimportant de- 
tail in the mechanism of the up-to-date 
park Nor does he care particularly. 
. is interested in primarily is the 
net result The multifarious network 
of invisible wires functioning secretly 
for his benefit and pleasure matter not 
one whit to him. But he is keenly con- 
cerned in what these invisible workings 
have to offer him ultimately in the way 
of entertainment, for which he is paying 
hard cash. 

The day is past when a park owner or 
prospective owner can lease or buy 4a 
plot of ground and set thereon a few 
time-honored attractions, such as the 
Merry-Go-Round, Ferris’ Wheel, Tobog- 
gan Slide and others of similar tried 
and true drawing power. These are all 
well and good and no park would be 
complete without them, but a thousand 
other ways and means of serving and 
entertaining the public now clamor for 
attention. And unless the park met 
listen and regard these progressive steps 
forward they will find their parks left 
out in the cold when the gate receipts 
are counted 

An amusement-park owner hopes and 
expects to gain the good will and con- 
tinued patronage of the public. But 
with the innumerable modern entertain- 
ment devices bidding for favor he can- 
not hope to win that good will by old 
and time-worn methods. He, too, must 
enter the competitive race and vie with 
the others in giving the paying public 
something new, something different, 
something worth while for their money. 
This cannot be done in a careless, off- 
hand way. It requires long and earnest 
consultation with himself, his manager, 
his board of directors, and with who- 
ever else is vitally concerned in the suc- 
cess of the park. There is such an 
abundant supply of good—and otherwise 

amusement facilities that great care 
and judicious thinking must govern the 
selection of such new attractions as seem 
desirable 

The vagaries of the public cannot be 
treated lightly. She is a fickle jade and 
the wise park man knows it, and by 
being constantly alert and on his toe. 
he does the very best he can to please 


and delight her and retain her good 
favor

center of attraction. One is the physi- 
cal structure and natura] topography of 
a park site First impressions are 
usually lasting ones, and first sight of an 
amusement park can many times make 
or lose a customer. Natural beauty e1- 
hanced as much as possible, with addi- 
tional man-made improvements, is a 
tremendously important point and can- 
not be stressed too strongly. Beauty cf 
grounds, beauty in the layout and ar- 
rangement of the buildings and various 
attractions, booths, concessions, etc* 
beauty of color, symmetry and harmony 
of construction lines, should be striven 
for in the least detail. 


The casual passerby may be enticed 
into the park proper, if a pleasing im- 
pression is registered, from a purely 
ocular standpoint. Once inside the 
various allurements should be so attrac- 
tive that he will be converted into a 
permanent patron. Spaciousness, yet a 
certain compactness of design and dis- 
tribution of devices, is desirable in draw- 
ing patronage. A park strategically 
located so that it can be quickly and 
comfortably reached from any direction 
and by any means of transportation, 
yet withal far enough away from the 
heart of the city to give a sense of 
“going somewhere”, is still another fea- 
ture worth thinking about in the 
building of new parks. 


The fundamental structural arrange- 
ment of a park is first consideration in 
planning a recreation resort for public 
amusement. Natural points of beauty 
should, of course, be emphasized and 
enhanced as much as possible. Expert 
attention is now being given to the 
physical contours of prospective amuse- 
ment parks, and the services of skilled 
men are being brought into use in lay- 
ing out the landscape and attending 
to the topographical features with rela- 
tion to the remainder of the buildings 
and structures and equipment on the 
park grounds. 


The ‘need to give park patrons some- 
thing new, something thrilling, some- 
thing daring, yet within the bounds of 
safety, should engage the park owner's 
earnest attention. He must keep pace 
with the modern standard and many in- 
teresting features should make their 
appearance with the multitude of new 
ones on the market now available to 
choose from. 


Competition is greater than ever be- 
fore and the amusement park has mani- 
fold competitors to vie with in drawing 
the summer crowds. In the winter when 
the park gates are closed and the build- 
ings are stripped bare is the time to 
think how to profit by last season’s mis- 
takes and to take heed of the coming 
Season and what it will mean in dollars 
and cents. So it is up to each park 
owner and manager to put into his park 
those attractions which will be of most 
benefit in bringing patrons to his re- 
sort. Practicality is of first importance 
—and it is no child's play to assemble 
in one park those features which wil 
bring in the profits and leave out those 
which may develop into liabilities. 


New buildings, attractively painted in 
colors not too glaring, but bright enough 
and of striking enough design to catch 
and please the eye; entertainment fea- 
tures in close enough proximity to each 
other so as to be of easy accessibility to 
patrons; ample grounds for picnics, out- 
ings, etc.; adequate parking space for 
automobiles with attendant good serv- 
ice; features such as swimming pools 
dance halls, skating rinks and other spe 
clalties determined upon by the in 
dividual park conditions; plenty of 
amusement devices, new and kept in ex- 
cellent shape; new and unusual conces 
Sions with worth-while prizes backed by

Thomp- 
son and myself had many talks as to 
how the seasons could be extended, and 
set himself an elaborate and expensive 
task to that end. His first innovation 
was heralded as “Luna Park's Indian 
Summer Carnivals” and attractively ad- 
vertised. 

As my contract in those days called 
for my proceeding to Paris, France, as 
manager of the late Frank Bostock’'s 
trained wild animal enterprise imme- 
diately after Labor Day I was unable to 
personally judge the results of Fred 
Thompson's efforts, but learned that they 
had met with financial disaster. I may 
add that, since then, the closing time of 
schools for the summer vacations has 
been changed, and much to the amuse- 
ment park’s and resort's disadvantage, 
with the loss of practically a month's 
business—that of June. 

Since that time, and, perhaps, even be- 
fore, the question of maintaining the 
public interest in amusement-park at- 
tractions has been a problem. To sug- 
gest that the term “year-round” could 
be accepted in its literal meaning would 
be foolish, but, at the same time, there 
is the fact that April and May, and Sep- 
tember and October, respectively, in their 
due happenings, should permit a hope 
that, at least, there may be seven months 
out of each year possible of proving the 
possibility of paying business 

It may now be accepted as a proven 
fact that the outdoor public, individu- 
ally, is more sophisticated and ‘“choosey” 
in its acceptance of entertainment, and 
that it is the “park beautiful” that has 
the stronger appeal—and an absence of 
the elements that found expression in 
The New York Herald-Tribune as the 
more prominent features of Coney 
Island's variegated attractions. There is 
one word that fully covers the need of 
today of any resort to attract and hold 
its public beyond a hitherto accepted 
length of summer seasons—the word 
“atmosphere”.

gerial methods rather than the expendi- 
ture of a large amount of money 
And in 


this connection, based upon 
the most careful of deductive observa- 


tion, I can assert that, in the instance 
of the success of Playland, the remark- 
able success that Director Darling has 
recorded has not been due to the amount 
of money expenced in the construction 
of that truly modern example of amuse- 
ment catering to so much as the atmos- 
phere that each and every patron 
accepts and appreciates as the REAL at- 
traction of Playland. Such is the more 
apparent for the very simple reason that 
the amusement devices are no different 
from those of any other representative 
park, and the same kind of trees and 
flowers would grow and flourish in the 
majority of other resorts. Playland is 
simply an instance of “It’s not exactly 
what vou do, but the way it’s done.” 

Director Darling's years of practical ex- 
perience in the hardest school of enter- 
taining the outdoor public (Coney Island, 
to wit) and elsewhere, in his former ca- 
pacity of directing widely spread amuse- 
ment park interests, is now finding appli- 
cation in a sphere providing opportuni- 
ties to test out his own solution of the 
vexed question of how the public may 
be taught and guided to accept an evolu- 
tion in the so far accepted length of a 
resort's summer season Such there 
should be, no doubt, by the “blending in" 
of seasonable winter-time sports and a 
general making over of the more suitable 
devices for unseasonable weather patron- 
age. 

It must be borne in mind that the 
public could scarce be expected to spon- 
taneously respond to any revolutionary 
action in this direction, but, rather, 
would lend ithelf to an evolutionary 
movement, calculated to at least teach 
the younger element to regard an amuse- 
ment park as possible of providing 
recreation and entertainment long before 
the commencing of the summer vaca- 
tional periods—and for some time after- 
wards. 

The average park manager of today, 
with his personal winter-time interests 
to give thought to, regards Labor Day it- 
self as the final profitable day cof his 
season, and views an extension beyond 
the allotted and accepted closing day as 
likely only to decimate his park's surplus 
bank account. His self-satisfied motto 
is: “Sufficient for the season is the profit 
thereof.” 

Time will tell if he may have reason 
to take a second thought as to his policy. 


$2,000,000 Seawall 
Along Lake Ponchartrain 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 23.—Bids for the 
construction of a concrete seawall along 
Lake Ponchartrain from the New Basin 
Canal to the Industrial Canal are to be 
advertised for immediately and work on 
this project ts to be started by the end 
of the year, the New Orleans Levee Board 
announces. The seawall, which provides 
a bathing beach along the entire lake- 
front, with steps leading dewn into the 
lake, will be approximately five and one- 
half miles long. The cost is expected 
to be about $2,000,000. Beautification of 
the lake front is not the only improve- 
ment to be obtained by the project, ac-

self. After seeing them murder an ef- 
fect, you will agree with me that it 
takes months to revive the faint spark 
of desire to again see a magician. 

The petty exposes mentioned above 
give no concern to the real magician, 
for he has familiarized himself with 
what has been fed the public in this 
direction and avoids these tricks or cap!- 
talizes them. 

No matter how clever yOu may be, or 
how good your act, there are six insidi- 
ous forces at work which may ruin or 
paritally destroy the value of your act. 
These six forces are: 

1. Movie exposes. 

2. Special feature newspaper syndicate 
exposes 

3. Exposes in magazines of huge cir- 
culation 

4. Radio. 

5. Dealers’ exposes of important tricks. 

6. Performers exposing their own ef- 
fects 

When confronted with this gigantic 
array of potential exposers, the S. A M 
tackled what appeared to be an abso- 
lutely impossible job. Its work in com- 


operator 


bating this evil is a matter of record, 
going back to the founding of the so- 
ciety. In this article, and perhaps an- 
other. I will describe what has been 
done in the past, what is now being 


done and what we hope to do. 

When the S. A. M. was first launched 
almost all stage magicians—believe it or 
not—exposed tricks as a regular part 
of their act. This suicidal policy was 
vigorously condemned by Oscar Teale, 
with the result that in January, 1903, 
Teale had incorporated into the minutes 
of the S. A. M. a resolution requiring a 
pledge of all members, and which re- 
sulted in appointment of the first 
Expose Committee The ground was 
unbroken and ploughing was hard. Ob- 
stacles arose in form of protests by 
members, even charter members, who 
contended that “the people want it” 
as justification for the continuance of 
exposing. However, Teale’s committee 
was undaunted, and proceeded with its 
work. Circulars were mailed and letters 
written to managers of theaters and 
others, and special letters were sent 
to persons billing as “comedy magi- 
cians”, resulting in promises from 
several managers that they would not 
permit exposing of magic on their stages 
A measure of favorable results followed 
Individual members were encouraged to 
interview “comedy” men and remon- 
strate with them, which they did, and in 
some cases successfully sometimes 
meeting with rebuff amounting to in- 
sult. Nevertheless, the committee per- 
severed 

In 1903 the prestige of the S. A. M 
was proportionate to its mnumerica! 
strength It was a new orgenization 
with comparatively, only “a handful” in 
members ind results depended upon 
individual effort. Teale personally 
cured signatures of more than 100 pet 
sons, consisting of members and non-

staff of assistants were among that hun- 
dred, all of whom pledged themselves to 
conform to the rule and discourage ex- 
posure by all reasonable means. 

The committee first appointed worked 
untiringly until June, 1908, when the 
chairman was elected president of the 
organization. It was during the year 
1908 that the Society of American Ma- 
gicians first gained standing and recog- 
nition in the entertainment world, hav- 
ing lent its co-operation, together with 
the Actors’ Church Alliance, the Actors’ 
Society, the Actors’ Union, the White 
Rats of America and the Vaudeville 
Comedy Tlub, in the enactment of a law 
in the State of New York for the pro- 
tection of all actors—the Voss Bill. This 
bil] demanded fair play for the actors; a 
contract in legal form, one that would 
stand the test of litigation and insure 
protection against fraudulent bocking: 
enforcement of a uniform charge of only 
five per cent commission on all con- 
tracts booked, thus protecting the actors 
against extortion in booking fees and 
fraudulent and illegal forms of contract, 
from which there had been heretofore 
no protection or redress. 


By thus working with the other theat- 
rical organizations the S. A. M. paved the 
way for the powerful co-operation of 
these societies in checking stage expo- 
sures. Naturally, it took lots of time, 
considerable expense and no little dis- 
couragement before even the slightes* 
results were manifest. 

The original committee of exposurers 
of the S. A. M. functioned up to June 
1908, and a new committee was then 
appointed, with Charles Roltare, chair- 
man, and Francis J. Werner, Peter Roth 
and Emil Heuel, M. D., and the work 
continued, Oscar Teale acting ex-officio 


In those days the president of the 
S.A. M. had representatives covering the 
magic field in this country and in 
Europe, and during the year of June, 
1908, to June, 1909, reports came in from 
Leanore Teegarden, from the Pacifi 
Coast, that no exposures from the stag

any additional Nght required in the 
making or projecting of the film. The 
secret of its color lies in the negative 
itself, which may be printed in either 
black or white or in its natural colors 
An added attraction to the new film is 
the fact that distant shots may be made 
in natural color where only closeups 
have been successfully shot in color in 
the past. 

Sound on film can be recorded per 
fectly on the new film, and the color 
process, it is said, is much cheaper in 
its manufacture than any other colored 
film now in use. 

Several large producers have ap- 
proached Bostock with the fdea in mind 
of securing sole rights to his new film 
Whether or not he will grant manufac- 
turing rights or form his own company 
to manufacture the new film has not 
yet been announced. It 1s certain, how- 
ever, that the next few months will find 
colored pictures done in three primary 
colors—yellow, blue and red—instead of 
green and red now in vogue with the 
producers.

At the banquet at the Deshler-Wallick 
Tuesday night, Sidney R. Kent, general 
manager of the Paramount-FPamous- 
Lasky Corporation, tcld approximately 
200 exhibitors gathered that altho chain 
operation has affected the motion pic- 
ture business, just as it has other forms 
of industry, the small, independent exe 
hibitor still has a future before him if 
he manages his business properly. 

“The independent exhibitcr who man- 
ages his theater efficiently, who sells his 
personality to his community, will al- 
ways have a large following in his thea- 
ter,” Rent stated. “Many ills of the in- 
dependent theater owners have been 
placed at the door of the chain op- 
erators, but this theory does not explain 
why many of the small independent op- 
erators, who have no chain theater com- 
petition at all, still suffer from business 
slump.” “Certain exhibitors,” Kent 
stated, “could not run their business if 
they obtained their film rental for noth- 
ing.” 

C. C. Pettijohn, general counsel for 
the Motion Picture Producers and Dis- 
tributors’ Association, cited a need for 
greater co-operation between producers 
and exhibitcrs, with the purpose of driv- 
ing out petty politics and to iron out the 
various difficulties for the benefit of both 
rroups. Sidney R. Kent, of Paramount, 
and Oscar Hanson, of Tiffany, extended 
invitations to both sides for a meeting 
to be held in New York, at which, pos- 
sibly, a national exhibitors’ body could 
be organized 

M. A. Lightman, Memphis, president 
of the Motion Picture Theater Owners of 
America, predicted a change in the talkie 
of the future. Sound pictures in the 
future will be from 50 to 70 per cent 
silent, in his opinion. “The talkie, as 
it is witnessed in the theaters today, will 
be as antiquated in three years as the 
nickelodeon is today, and the all-silent 
picture is destined to survive only as a 
novelty, to bring back memories of 
another aye in pictures,” he said. Light- 
man compared the present-day talking 
pictures to a human, who, having been 
dumb for many years, suddenly found 
speech, and became so engrossed in it 
that it does nothing but talk. 

In his address before the Ohio ex- 
hibitors, Dr. Lee DeForest, internation- 
lly known authority on radio and talk- 
ing pictures, said in part: “Exhibitors, as 
a class, are easily panicked, and look 
upon each new amusement device as a 
threat against their business. The first 
bugaboo was the traveling show. Next 
came the radio, and now the chief cause 
of worry seems to be the home talking 
pictures, and the inroads they are likely 
to make upon box-office receipts. The 
home talker will have its place in the 
scheme of things, and undoubtedly will 
bring enjoyment to those people who are 
physically unable to attend theaters, but 
as far as offering a menace, I cannot see 
the possibility.” 

“The only menace I can see to any 
theater owner,” he continued, “will come 
from his ccmpetitors, who are giving 
thelr patrons the best available repro-

It ts ad- 
mitted, however, that the executive com- 
mittee’s intentions with regard to the 
troublesome producers are as yet not 
clearly formed. 


Godfrey's original idea of preventing 
producers from acting as artistes’ repre- 
sentatives, which was later amended by 
a mild shakeup among the franchised 
offices, may yet prevail Piazza has 
made clear that he will not countenance 
a condition whereby men who are des- 
ignated and known generally to be pro- 
ducers should devote their valuable time 
to selling acts to the office. This applies 
even to their own attractions. Piazza 
is said to feel, as do the others steering 
the RKO ship, that it is destructive to 
the best interests of the office and the 
producers themselves that they should 
Sel] their own acts. 

Altho the logic of the scheme has not 
been made clear, RKO will retain its 
present corps of producers, but will im- 
mediately take energetic steng to dis- 
courage them from acting as thety own 
agents. Under this system it is cohceiv- 
able that men who are now considered
